Tho Baltle states, surrounded — by 
powerful neighbours and therefore 
unable to defend their neutrality in 
all emergencies, have long been at 
pains to determ/ne which _ political 
filignment would be best adapted to 
their needs. : 

That Baltic stntes could not lean 
on elther Germany or Soviet Russia, 
is hardly contested by  nryone. 
Mistrust of both of these Iercat 
powers and their ultimate aims is too 
strong for that. Besides, the well- 
known antagonism between the Third 
Reich and the Soviet Union’ makes it 
advisable for the Baltic states to be 
reserved toward both, ‘since they 
would certainly incur-the hostility of 
one of these great powers if they 
Jeaned too closely upon the other, 

There has been much talk recently 
of an entenfe between Baltic 
‘countries and Poland, ‘The prospects 
of this plan, however, were rather 
limited beenuse of. the Vilna issue, 
which makes on ‘understanding be-= 
tween Poland and ‘Lithuania im~ 
possible. 5 
- Since the Baltic states consider that 
unity of purpose between all three of 
them tg essential, both Latvian and 
Estonin decided to respect Lithuanla’s 
specinl Interests in this matter. Thus, 
although both Latvia-and Estonia 
maintain correct relntions = with 
Poland, an alliance or entente is out

ONLY ONE ANSWER 

Political observers here believe

A confirmation of Britain’s interest 
in Baltic affairs is secn in the fact 
that Lord Plymouth, the chairman of 
the non-intervention committee, is to 
visit Finland and fhe three Baltic 
countrics in June. This visit is 
avarmly welcomed here as a sign of 


-Britain's__moral__ support. ._of-_ the. 


neutrality’ policy of the Baltic states. 

The hope is expressed in political 
circles here that Lord Plymouth will 
exert his influence in Kaunas in 
favour of a more conellistory policy 
in the Vilna question. Lithuanla’s 
partners in the Baltic entente, Latvia 
and Estonla, fecl that their situation 
js much impaired by the persistent 
feud between Poland and Lithuania, 
and they would warmly weleome an 
easing of the tension over Vilna. 

The opinion prevails here that the 
Baltic entente can be successful In 
the long run‘only if. this source of 
frritation is removed. This feeling is 
especially strong in Estonia ‘where 
friendship with Poland is traditional- 
ly valued.—United Press. :

France, Japan, Italy and Great 
Britain, in.the order named have far 
surpassed the United States ‘in 
adequate’ development of this 
strategic urm since 1922, according 
to official navy figures submitted to 
the House Sub-committce on Naval 
‘Appropriations, .

During that period, France has 
‘ald down 77 submarincs with a total 
tonnage of 74,634; Japan has bullt 
48 “hidden fighters” with a tonnage 
of ‘68,616; Italy 68, totalling 53,375 
tons; and Great Britain 39 totalling 
N8,239 tong. 

Tho strength of the Russian under~ 
sea ficct ig not known, but has been 
estimated variously between 00 ond 
110 modern Vessels. ‘Admiral Wil- 
‘Nam De~ Leahy; chief-—of — United 
States naval operations, in his Jast 
statement to Congress said: : 

“While the prospective areas of 
operations are --principally . ashore, 
Russia has recently turned more 
attention to her naval defences, The 
development of the submarine force 
ig well In hand.

them is ‘the appointment of 


a Royal Commission, in the’

tan Public Gardens Association, who welcomes assistance 
in the effort to “extend the usefulness of the marvellous 


heritage of garden squares which London possesses.” 
“When the squares were freed from any threat of building about ten

‘Lord Dickinson recollects how in 
the 1890's 3t took Ave or six years 
before the L.C.C,,‘the Benchers of 
Lincoln's Inn and Parliament were 
persunded to convert Lincoin’s Inn 
Fields from ‘being the private preserve 
of half a dozen solicitors into the 
pleasant public place It now is.
